They listen and care 


for the terminally ill

Cancer—a word that strikes fear into 
all of us. 

There is no other disease that affects 
our spirits and emotions in such an 
overwhelming manner. ~ 

. Being bedridden. with cancer and 
becoming totally dependent on others is 
a situation that no one wants to think 
about. 

A Boyne City-based health support 
group called ‘‘Coping With Cancer?” 
has recognized the fear and needs of 

people with cancer and is meeting 
regularly to share, listen and explore 
their health and emotional needs. 

‘Rev. Kathleen Smith, Catherine Jes- 
‘sup and Geri Howard, leaders of the 
group, founded the organization that 

hasbeen meeting since March. They’ve

Although there are many types of 
hospices including those that house the 
patients in a separate facility or in 
designated units of a hospital, Coping 
With Cancer? believes a program in 
individual homes would be the most 
likely for this area. 

The hospice method of intensive 
concern and care is devoted to the 
terminally ill who have six months or 
less to live, but also choose to stay at 
home or in the hospice rather than to be 
hospitalized. 

The concept is not new. It dates back 
to medieval times when sick and 
wounded travelers were cared for in 
hospice shelters. In 1967 a hospice 
facility was founded in London to 
provide support and comfort for the 
terminally ill and their family members. 

A National Hospice Organization has 
since been founded in the United States 
and has worked toward promoting 
hospice guidelines and goals to meet 
individual community needs.

ut the developer of the Hemingway 
Pointe project says he will take his case 
to court even if he loses the election— 
and -he thinks he has an excellent 
chance of winning approval. 

The vote was scheduled this spring 
when 123 township. residents signed 
petitions opposing the project. 

Hemingway Pointe Associates, a 
developing company headed by Art 
Seaborne of Petoskey, was granted 
approval by the-township board for 
rezoning 4,000 feet of. Lake Charlevoix 
frontage from R-1 to R-3 on April 14. 
The developing company requested it 
for the construction of 72 attached 
condominium units. 


Seaborne says his court case against 
the township would be a ‘‘friendly 


. Suit,’ since the township board and 


planéing commission have already gone 


-on-record supporting his project. 


Then, it seems, it might be left up to 
the opponents of the project to decide 
whether they want to finance a court 
fight with Seaborne. 

Even if they do, Seaborne says, his 
opponents don't have much of a case 
since the township does not presently 
have any land zoned for multiple 
dwellings. 

One property owner who. requested 
that his name not be -used said, ‘We 
basically don’t like to see large develop- 
ments that move into an area and 
destroy the traditional, rural character 
of a township. And we've seen over- 
development like that in Houghton Lake 
and the Traverse City area. It moves up 
from downstate. We'don't want that to 
happen here.”’ 

Seaborne said, ‘“The total concept 
has changed. We had planned to build 
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confident he'll win in court 


only 72 units in the multiple housing 
complex, but we’ve changed that and 
will probably have even less than 72 
units by going with single family 
residences.” 

‘We've already been issued permits 
by the county and the DNR for 
construction and the township board 
had already approved the rezoning. 
‘*We’ve spent over $100;000 on the 
private road and will spend in excess of 
$250,000 for the sewer and water 
system. I think the township planning 
board will be supporting us in the 
rezoning election.’’ 

“It's too bad the township has to bear 
the costs of the election when it isn’t 
even valid,’’ said Seaborne. 

According to Doug Hilderbrant, Eve- 
dine Township.zoning administrator, the 
multiple housing zoning is-more desir- 
able than single housing since ‘it is 


- possible that the property be divided up 


and become more densely populated 
than is planned for by Hemingway 
Pointe AssOciates. 

“Our position is that the property was 
planned for development and this 
proposal for Hemingway Pointe would 
be less dense and conservative than if it 
were R-1 and divided up,”’ said Hilder- 
brant. 

Seaborne’s project originally called 
for 72 units to be constructed on 170 
acres of land near the Ironton Ferry on 
Lake Charlevoix. According to township 
zoning ordinances the land could possi- 
bly be subdivided for 170 units. But 
with the construction of detached units 
the density may be decreased to 
somewhat less than 72 dwellings. 

Of the 170 acres owned by Heming- 
way Pointe Associates, 100 acres has

even offers bereavement follow-up so 
that the family is better able to cope 
with the loss ofa loved one.

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A nice project is proposed 


in the wrong place in EJ 


Inthe interest of good city planning and trying to 
save a struggling downtown, we think it would be a 
mistake for the East Jordan City Council to approve 
a request to rezone a parcel of land on Mill ‘Street 
(M-32) for a-new commercial development. 

The council will be holding a public hearing on the 
request by Bob Walker at 7 p.m. Tuesday, Aug. 18, 
at City Hall. The city planning commission has 
already recommended approval and the city council 
could make a decision on the Project the night of the 
public hearing. 


Editorial 


Walker's project itself sounds great. It would be 
an asset the city could use. He wants to build a 36 by 
145 ft. structure that would house four or five stores 
or offices. Parking for 26 cars would be included. 

Unfortunately, he wants to build it along Highway 


M-32 on land that is already zoned residential. That 


in itself violates good principles of city planning and 
layout. It will extend a ‘‘strip business'’ develop- 
ment further down the highway, and it will add to 
traffic congestion on an already busy road. 
Neighboring homeowners would also be adversely 
affected by the ever-growing west side business 
strip. 

The council ought to have some compelling reason 
for approving such a rezoning. After all, what good 
is a zoning ordinance if it is waived every time a 
request for new development is made? 

In this case, there is no compelling reason to 
rezone the property, other than to accommodate a 
well-meaning local resident who has already 
purchased property and made plans for it. 

A. good reason might have been that the project 
absolutely needed to be at that location. Or that 
there was no other commercially-zoned land 
available for such a Broiect, But that is not the case 
here. 


the city council rezoned a large parcel of land for a 
new shopping center surrounding the new Gien’s 
Market, on M-66 just around the corner from 
Walker's property. But the shopping center has yet 
to materialize. If there is to be new growth on the 
city’s west side, this would be the most appropriate 
place for it. 

Actually, though, we'd like to see a project like 
Walker’s in the downtown area, which has some 
vacant storefronts and empty lots. Ironically, the city 
master plan includes a proposal for a ‘‘mini-mall”” 
much like Walker’s project to be built in the 
downtown to replace the older, rundown buildings. 

The city has also passed a commercial tedevelop- 
ment ordinance to encourage new business develop- 
ment and the renovation of older buildings in 
existing commercial areas-—mainly downtown. 

Hefty (SO percent!) property tax breaks are 
offered as incentive. Thus if Walker were to put his 
building in an approved area downtown, he would 
realize tremendous tax savings. If his building were 
worth $100,000, for example, he could save more 
that $1,400 per year for {2 years on his taxes—a 
total of about $17,000. 

That savings would certainly ease the pain and 
expense for Walker if his project were turned down 
by the city council and he were forced to buy land 
elsewhere. 

Unfortunately, Walker didn’t know about this tax 
break until it was too late. Even more disappointing 
is that the planning commission didn’t tell him about 
it when he brought them his rezoning request. 

Despite the renovation of the Civic Center and a 
number of stores, East Jordan's downtown business 
district still needs help badly. On paper the city 
master plan and commercial redevelopment ordi- 
narice both recognize this and promote the need for 
a stronger downtown. 

But these documents are worthless if they are not 
backed up by the city council in real life situations. 


In fact, the opposite is, true. Just

t's. back | in business 


BY DAVID. GLADISH 


Beaver Island does not have a single 


stop: light. But it does have a Head 
Light. This is the lighthouse at the Head 
of the island. ‘The Head of.the island is 


its southernmost tip, so that on the map. 


the Head is at the bottom, ‘Why ‘this is 
called the Head I don’t know, but it 
sertainly is ‘one place everybody goes. 

The reason is that the. restored 


Beaver Head Light is something of a. 


rarity in these parts. Since the Coast 
Guard went to automation, ‘the many 
lights on the islands are no longer 
manned, and without’ anybody. there, 


they gradually get their padlocks’ 


smashed open or cut with bolt cutters. 
From then on it’s not long till: every- 
thing remoyable ends up on _people’s 
mantels and.desks. Hunters break in 
and camp. Party-goers use the beds and 
stoves and Icave a mess. The windows 
get shot out. Pregnant ducks fly down 
the chimneys to lay eggs. 

That was the condition of the Beaver 


Head Light in 1975. The swallows and 
bats and seagulls had taken over in a 
rude mockery of the military spit and 


-polish that had characterized the-struc- — 


ture before the Coast Guard -decom- 


missioned: it, in 1962. That's right. It. 


only took 13 years for all that masonry, 
built to exacting federal standards, to 
reach what was very nearly a point of no 


return. 


Then a good thing happened. The 
buildings ‘and. the 64-acres that went 
with them were declared surplus federal 
property, arid in October, 1975, it was 
deeded over to the Charlevoix: Public 
Schools. At fast, in 1979, CETA funds 
began to make restoration a reality 
under a work-study program for teen- 
agers. It’s become a facility for study- 
ing trades and-nature. 

And visitors are welcome to climb the 
spiral stairway inside the S0-foot tower 
to get a spectacular view of the lakefront 
and hazy islands in the distance. You
